The Dowager Duchess of 
Sutherland's ewels, which were 
stolen at the Nord Railway Station, 
Paris, +n 1898, were valued at about 
425,000; those of the late Marquis of 
Anglesey, etolen from an hotel in Pic- 
cadilly in 1901, were valued at over 
230,000. 

In both these cases the thieves were 
caught, and justice dealt 
with them. In the Duchese’s instance 
the robber was one Wm. Johnson, 
otherwise “ Harry the Valet,” who 


pleaded guilty to the possession of | 
about £5.000 worth, and was sen-| 


tenced to seven vears’ imprisonment. 
A real valet, Gault by name, de 
spoiled the marquis, and for five years 
he retired to the “stone jug.” ` But 
the thieves s:cceed very elton in get- 
ting away with their booty. Hotels 
and railway stations are their favour- 
na hunting grounds. They are in- 
variably well dressed and of agree- 
able manners. They have probably 
watched and waited for their oppor- 


tunity for months, and when it comes 
they take it.

Hation Garden has been the scene 
of_several daring raids. In March, 
1876, a well-known firm was robbed of 
Fi worth of jewellery, and in 
1894 an unfortunate merchant of Ant- 
werp was overcome by chloroform 
and despoiled of diamonds valued at 
£20.00. But the most audacions case 
of all was the robbery at the Hatton 
Garden Post Office on the evening of 
Nov. 16, 1882. A fog helped the 
marauders. but their proceedings had 
evidently been planned with the ut- 
most care. At 5 o'clock the gas was 
suddenly turned off, and in the con- 
fusion thus created two mail bags 
vanished, one containing diamonds 
and the other jewels, watches, and 
other articles of worth. After the 
deed had been done, is needless to 
say that the authorities at the Post 
Office became uncommonly careful.
